HINTS & KINKS 


Burying Radials - If your like me and have a lot of radials to bury, you 
may want to try this trick. (1) Use a hand operated lawn edger to cut a 
slit in the ground from the center point of the radials out to the desired 
radial length. (2) Obtain a steel tube 3' to 4' long, I use a 1/4" 
square tube. (3) Feed the radial wire through the tube from the top to the 
bottom and tie off the wire exiting the bottom of the tube to the ground 
rod at the center point of the radials. (4) Insert the tube with the wire 
into the slit in the ground. (5) While applying pressure to keep the tube 


in the slit, slide the tube along the slit to its end - the wire will feed 
through the tube into the slit as you slide it along. This still is a lot 
of work but its beats most of the other methods I've tried. I've done two 
radial systems using this method. 73 & GL, Craig N3NT. 


Maintaining QSL Routes - Although not directly contesting related, I know 
many of you are like me and are DXers also. To maintain current QSL route 
information, keep a running log of your favorite electronic DX Bulletin, 
such as DXNL, ARDX, Daily DX, etc. When you download the next one, save 
it ina file. Every time you download a new bulletin, insert it at the 
end of this file and resave it. The next time you need a QSL route, just 
use the Find command in your word processor or Windows Notepad to search 
the file for the call you are looking for. I have found many routes this 
way that weren't available in SHOW/QSL. 73 & Gud DX, Craig N3NT
